fighting today in Normandy.

ALLIED DIVISIONS ONLY 10 MILES APART 

Enemy accounts indicate that battle is raging over the 
Cherbourg peninsula at several points along that forty-five 
mile strip of land from captured Bayeux to the cape that 
points toward Britatn north of Cherbourg. The enemy des- 
patches indicate that only a ten mile gap remains to be clos- 
ed by beachhead forces driving south of Bayeux and air 
borne troops landed on the western coast of the Cherbourg 
Peninsula and a juncture of these two forces would nip off 
the peninsula and give the Allies the great port of Cherbourg. 
NEW LANDINGS BERLIN SAYS) 


Berlin brosdeasts have told of 
new landings, unconfirmed from the 
Allled side, on the tip of the pen- 
inswa north of Cherbourg, Accord- 
ing to the enemy largo’ scale air- 
borne landings haye taken place to- 
dey south of Azedirle, five miles 
north of the little town of St. Mere 
Eglise, where Berlin says fierce 
fighting is raging between Ameri- 
can and German troops.

‘The British Information Services 
said today that rocket ships are be_|

nouncement said the ships were de- 
Yeloped as a result of the Dieppe 
raid of 1942 and were used in Tues- 
day's invaslon of France to dis- 
charge vast quantities of explosives 
onto beaches mich more quickly 
than has cver been done beforo by 
@ warship. The ships were first used 
in the Sicily landing last year, They 
are described in London as a Brit 
ish naval secret weapon. 


PLANES HAVE ROCKET GUNS 


Canadian alrmen scored a great 
S\lccess against enemy naval forces 
last night and early today. RCAF. 
pilots hove destroyed one German 
destroyer and damaged two others in 
an attack on enemy ships in the 
Bay of Biscay. All three enemy craft 
were hit on the first attack by the 
Canadian’airmen. Three Canadian 
aircrafts attecked again and left 
one destroyer in flames. The Can- 
licks planes were armed with rocket 
guns. 


DEFENCE WALL “A BLUFF” 


A correspondent for the combined 
Allied press, Richard MacMillan, is 
with the Allled invading forces in 
France and this is MacMillan's 
opinion of the Nazi Atlantic wall of 
defence, MacMillan says that the 
defence wall simply does not exist. 
‘The war correspondent terms the 
Nazi defences “the biggest blull of 
the war’ He quoted some German 
prisoners as saying that the Nazis 
had been trying frantically to com- 
plete defences but that the task had 
been too vast for them.

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TWO NAZI HALF-TRACK TROOP CARRIERS BROUGHT TO OSHAWA 


German Vehicles 


Probably 


Captured 


In African Desert 


One Has Armor Plate— 
Now In Experimental 
Building Of General 
Motors Here—Not Built 
For Comfort 


(By Mary Nobes) 

Herr Goering and his German 
propagandists would have the world 
believe that only the Allies lose men 
and material in any battle. The 
Nazis, according to them, escape 
without a loss But the Experimen- 
tal Engineering building at General 
Motors holds proof that stich is far 
from the truth. Two half-track 
troop carriers, which were captured 
from the Nazis, are housed at pres- 
ent in the Experimental Enginccr- 
ing building right here in Oshawa, 

One troop carrier is constructed 
of armour plate, with the exception 
of the fenders, The other carrier 1s 
made of light gauge steel. They 
are camouflaged in a dust’ shave, 
which would lead one to believe 
that they were captured in the Af- 
rican desert. True knowledge of the 
point of capture fs not known here 
but someone has written with chalk 
on the side, “From Algiers", 

Not Luxurious Vehicles 

If the Allles wondered why the 
Nazi soldiers were fighting mad in 
battles, it may be that it was not 
love of country or the Fuehrer. It 
may have been that in being trans- 
ported from place to place in a 
troop carrier, they were so glad to 
get out of the machine that they 
were ready to meet any foe. Dis- 
comfort often makes one belligerent 

In the troop carrler not made of 
armour plate, the inside of the 
truck part Js almost completely {1ll- 
ed with’ metal bins, which are ar- 
Tangediat the two sides and the end, 
Behind these bins are padded backs 
against which the soldiers may rest, 
but thelr seating place is the top of 
the metal bin. ‘The driver and the 
‘soldfer sharing the front seats do 
not sit in the Jap of luxury. ‘They 
haye seats but between them is 
placed part of the motor. 

‘The remainder of the overhead 
cam shaft engine is placed under 
the unusually long hood. The rea- 
son for the length of the hogd’ 1s 
apparent when it is noted that the 
space between the fan and the rad- 
jator Is unusually Jong. 

German Labels 

Like the traveller who picks up a 
book in a forelgn country and e: 
claims because it ts not in English, 
dt 1s expected but momentarily sur- 
prising to see the switches Inbelled 
‘aut and “zu” ‘Translating it would 
appear that the Nazis speak of 


Switches being “from" and “to” 
and not “off" or ‘on’. Gas is gas in 
their language as in ours according 
to the stampings oyer the hand 
throttle on the dash board, 

‘The absence of swastikas {s no- 
| ceable on both machines. One has 
been painted on one machine but it 
does not appear to be the work of 
the original German workmen, The 
original markings on the truck, 
along with a number of serial num- 
bers, is a black cross on the side 
and some hieroglyphics which look 
like the drawings of a small child. 
A square has been outlined and be- 
neath the square two solid circles 
drawn: much as a child would out- 
line & wagon. Beside this sketch ts 
the number 7. 

The German soldiers travelling in 
the armour plnte carrier have a it- 
tle more comfort. Arranged along 
the sides of this larger and higher 
carrier are the same metal bins, 
presumably for the kits and equip- 
ment. On these bins are springs 
It is presumed that the springs were 
once covered since it is hard to be- 
Ueve that even a German soldier 
with his “Joy through Strength” 
could withstand a long trip seated 
on springs alone. 

Protection For Driver 

This machine {s equipped with a 
Jarger overhead cam shaft engine, 
not shared by the drivers, although 


the seating space is small. The 
driver is protected from snipers 
shooting at the windshield! by 


means of metal shutters, which are 
placed over the small windshields. 
Tn order to make visibility possible, 
a protectoscope 1s provided for the 
driver. 

‘The soldiers are protected from 
gun fire by the armour plate sides 
and a two-piece door in the rear, 
which swings over and can be lock- 
ed top and bottom. However, if 
the soldier sat upright the top of 
his head would still be above the 
armour plate side and if he leaned 
over the space between the bins is 
small enough that he would be in 
danger of colliding with the person 
seated opposite, seriously injuring 
the nose or head. 

Both carrlers are equipped with 
half tracks. ‘The large front wheels 
hear the weight of the engine, but 
the half-tracks in the rear carry 
carry the weight of the men and 
equipment. The small rubber-tired 
wheels inside the track are com- 
paratively unmarked, but the rubber 
treads on the track show that the 
carriers travelled far and ina hurry. 
Some of them appear to have been 
chewed apart, perhaps the speed of 
the retreat of the Germans in Afri- 
ca was responsible for the condition 


of the trends.

sive commerce, right in the heart 
of what s today a gveat jungle, 
‘The speaker, introduccd by Ro- 
tarlan Alsx Bell, bared his addrei 
‘on the subject, “South of the Bur- 
ma Road", a grent highway much 
in the public eye today and on the 
war maps of the world. A brief 
description of some of the benutl. 
ful and historic spots visited on 
the world tour led up to his story 
of the Jo kingdom of Angkor 
which, he stated, was first reported 
to the modern world through two 
missionaries in the middle of the 
16th century, who reported having 
geen some gigantlo and singular 
ruins in the Cambodian Forest 
consisting of palaces and temples 
which they thought might have 
been built by Alexander the Great 
or the Romans, He said that the 
actual discovery and preservation 
of these ruins are attributed to 
Henri Mouhot. o French natural- 
ist, who first visited St in 1860, at 


which time he reported that all 
fraces of its history had passed 
into oblivion, although tradition 


maintained that Angkor had been 
the capital of a country that 
counted 120 kings and an army of 
five million coldiers 

Location of this once important 
kingdom was given by Mr, Thomp- 
fon, 93 located between the Me- 
kong and Salween Rivers, A. tr-

this great conqueror in a decade 
cr two built up a vast maritim 
empire which endured for 500 years 
Jor more. Yet, the speaker pointed 
out, You may search in vain for a 
xeference to this far-flung empire 
in the encyclopedias and histories 
of today, ‘The name of the can- 
quering ruler is anonymous, the 
peaker said, but he was known to 
nis contemporaries as the King of 
the Mountains or Lord of the 1s 
hils realm comprising Malay Penin. 
pula, Sumatra, Jaya and Cambodia. 
“One can today travel for a hun- 
dred miles or more into the depths 
of the forest beyond Angkor and 
find the remains of city after city, 
most of which haye full! size trees 
growing from the tops or up 
through the middle of atone bulld- 
ings," Mr. ‘Thompson said, 

Of the pulldings of this city or 
kingdom, excayation of which wore 
begun ‘in 1907 by the French goyv- 
ernment, Mr. Thomp=on had much 
to say. It was not possible to iden- 
tify the architecture) of the’ struc- 
tures with that of any particular 
country, but, he said, “as you gaze 
at these temples and palaces you 
Wonder at the genius of the archi- 
fect; wlio conceived mich’ a work!" 

The speaker said that Angkor 
Thom, the capltal city, was nid 
out in an exact square medsued 
approxinately 10,000 square fest to 
a side. Tt is enclosed by a stone 
wail 20 feet high which is plercea 
at the central point on each of the 
four sides by a gateway; there Is 
In addition a fifth gate on the east 
side which was the special entrance 
for royalty. On the muitside of the 
walls the:e is a huge water-filled 
moat surrounding the entire’ city, 
325/ feet wide, and has leading 
scross it, up to each of the five 
gateways, n causeway 50 feet wide 
by 300 feet long, Lining each of 
thesé five causeways there is a 
stone balustrade conssting of

Commendable Service 


‘The speed and vicious strength of the twisting wind that 
struck Oshawa on Friday evening carried reminders of the 
disablement of towns in the wake of bombing raiders. While 
there was no Joss of life or entirely demolished buildings, 
many streets were blocked by fallen trees, bricks, poles and 
wires, Power was off in some places for most of the night. 
Streets were flooded, sewers backed up and in some areas the 
lack of street and house lighting gave the eerie effect of a 
complete “black-out”, 

We were impressed with this as we listened to the “‘clop, 
clop” of axes, while the men of the city and public services 
worked through the hours or darkness without halt in order 
to restore conditions to normal, They worked hard at heay- 
ing trees and poles to the boulevards in order to make way 
for traffic and give access to houses, had fire followed in the 

™s, wake of storm. Where clearance could not be immediately 
given, barricades and suitable warning lights were set up. 
Drains were also cleared xo that had another storm broken 
out, at least the catch-basins would have been workable at 
the outset. 

‘The Public Utilities men did an excellent job in re-routing 
their power lines so that most of the light was on again by 
2,00 a.m. The same type of work was done by the Telephone 
Company. 

We are inclined to take for granted the daily tasks of 
these men, but here, from natural causes was something out- 
side of routine. Their work was a good example of co-operat- 
ive effort and in this tribute we are voicing the thanks of our 
fellow citizens to our public servants for their splendid and 
effective service. 


Unique Movement

lems... here is no roundabout escape through mutual ad- 
tiration societies . . . outward expressions of goodwill... 
these at best can only patch up the deeper national estrange- 
ment... Out of the tension of this Canadian Polyglot pano- 
rama must be born a Canadian soul, purged of all the bru- 
talities and equivocations of the past—enriched by the best 
in the cultural inheritance of its component parts ... This 
Canadian soul can, however, arise only by a sincere and 
patient endeavour to break the wall that divides us from our 
Tellow-citizens, individually and collectively.” 

Tu the Spring issue of the magazine “Canadians All’, 
which is now available, the work of the movement is fur- 
thered ably and kept before the public. On the editorial ad- 
visory board of this periodical are such names as those of 
Louis Adamic, Watson Kirkconnell, Rabbi Eisendrath, John 
Grudeff and Prof. L. Biberovich, The editor is J. S. W. Gro- 
cholski, LL.B, Such names as these ensure that we have here 
no fly-by-night endeavour and the appearance of the maga- 
zine, which has excellent advertising support, bears this out. 

The publication contains works of fiction and Many in- 
formative articles on the cultures of the various nationalities 
which make up the population of Canada — Norwegians, 
Ukrainians, Hungarians, Poles, Finns, Russians and others, 
Perhaps the most interesting article is the account given of 
the Vancouver Folk Festival by Mrs, John T, MeCay who for 
the past ten years has directed these festivals which she 
originated. The illustrations accompanying this article in- 
clude the Quebec peasant craft display, the Ukrainian handi- 
craft display and one, also, of the Bast Indian display. Not 
forgotten at this festival was the beautiful work of the na- 


tive Canadians, Indians from the North Vancouver Indian 
Reserve.

As a general rule Canadian people 
take any restrictions in thelr stride 
and say Kismet or/something. But 
Somehow the rationing or rather the 
cut in tie rationing of butter sticks | 
in the crop and you hear a lot of) 
people complain “After all, Canada | 
is a dairy country". Well, hearken 
my children, and you shall hear 
gomething that will prove a surprise 
to you no doubt and explain one of 
the reasons why butter must be ra 
tloned in Canada, And after the ex- 
planation I am sure there won't be 
one word of complaint 


A story was released in Toronto 
this week announcing that the ten 
millionth Red Cross prisoner of war 
parcel went out from the Toronto 
packing centre on Monday. Re- 
member that Toronto is only one of 
five such packing centres in Can- 
ada and all are doing the same 
fine work. When the ten millionth 
box was packed it brought the total 
of supplies used in prisoner of war 
boxes to ten million pounds of but- 
ter alone, which had been shipped 
to our lads and other Allies who are 
prisoners in Germany, Italy and 
Japan. If every centre has packed 
that many boxes then just {n pris- 
coner of war boxes we have exported 
fifty million pounds of butter. 

If we had never changed our but- 
ter rationing that would be equal to 
the amount of butter'consumed by 
a family of five in four million 
weeks. Or we could haye supplied 
the two weeks’ butter supply of 
nearly every citizen of Canaria with 
the amount which has gone to pris- 
oners of war from Toronto alone 
‘That ts taking the 1942 census of 
the population of Canada which 
was 11,507,000. 


Multiply the butter used in all 
five packing depots and you have 
more than a month's supply for all 
of Canada. Adds up doesn’t {t._.. 
particularly when you consider the 
amount we export to England, So 
when the butter ratfon Js cut in 
order to mccumulate a surplus in 
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Daughters of England

I¢ the aversge Cans 
dian had the same amount of 
money to spend, then, assuming 
that Canadian prices can be 
brought into ne with the Amer- 
ican, the total number of ca 
bought and used in Canada would| 
be approximately doubled. Tn round 
numbers, this would’ mean about 3 
million vehicles on the road, and p 
yenrly production of about 200,000 
motor vehicles for the Oanadian 
market, ‘This latter. estimate 1s 
based oh A pre-war average an- 
nual production of 150,000 motor 
vehicles, of which about one-third 
was exported leaving approximate- 
ly 100,000 for the home market, If 
the average Canadian's income is 
equal to that of the American, then 
wo might reasonably expect a year= 
ly Canadian consumption of 200,000 
cars, 

‘Thus, the rate of production and 
employment of the atito industry 
will be directly determined by the 
general level of prosperity in Can- 
ada as a whole, The penalty of d 
clining prosperity in Canada hi 
been too welll demonstrated by the 
production figures for 1929 through 
to 1932, when total vehicles pro- 
duced dropped from 263,000 in 1929 
to a bare 60,000 in 1932 

Foreign Trade 

‘The second main support to post 
war Canadian prosperity and pro- 
duction, lies in the fleld of foreign 
trade, In proportion to total pro- 
duction, Canadian foreign trade has 
traditionally bulked! larger than 
that enjoyed by the United States, 
Total Canddian exports in 1939 np- 
proximated 1.6 billion dollars, about 
40% of a national income of 4 
million dollars, in comparison yith 
exports from the United States, 
totalling somewhat Jess than 4 b!

The tremendous undeveloped re- 
sources in Canads, together with 
the bottomless demand for goods to 
be expected in the post-war world, 
give every basis for belleving that 
the possibility for great expansion 
in Cansdalsn foreign trade mo 
Well be made a reality. The de 
opment of backward! nations in Bur- 
ope, Asia, and South America will 
make the heaylest demands on basic 
Canadian ‘industries, including all 
forms of metals and machine tools 
‘The reconstruction of Europe, a 
task to be) undertaken through co- 
operation of the United Nations 
willl demand unlimited quantities 
of industrial products for long years 
following the war. 

Canadian national policy, basing 
itself upon firm understanding om- 
ong the United Nations, and oper- 
ating in the world from which the 
menice of fasclst military aggres- 
sion has been eliminated, has an 
opportunity for expansion of Can- 
adian export trade above any levels 
previously imagined. 

Eyen in pre-war days, the impor- 
tance of the export trade to the 
Canadian automobile industry in 
particular is obvious when it is 
recalled that one-third of Oana- 
dian prodliction of motor vehicl 
was exported, to say nothing of the 
extensive export of parts: After the 
perlod) of world reconstruction, the 
ability of Ganada to maintain and 
increase these exports is directly 
dependent on her ability to com- 
pete on the foreign market on a 
basis of lowered price, which means 
lowered costs > 

‘On two counts, then, the prices of 
Canadian automobiles must be low- 
ered through the lowering of pro- 
duction costs, A price comparable to 
the American is just as important 
a5 equal average income, if Canada 
is to have the same number of 
Motor yehicles in| proportion to 
population as the United States 


and a price on s lovel with that 
of foreign competitors is neces- 
sary {f Canada is to increase her 
markets for automobiles abroad 

Wage Levels and Price Reduction. 

The necessary lowering of price 
of ailtomobiles need not offer a 
threat to union wage standards, 
The possibility of extensfon of mar- 
kets, at home and abroad, especisl- 
ly in thé immediate post-war era, 
could make practical and even es- 
sential, the introductlon of more 
efficient production methods, re- 
sulting in lower costs. Aside from 
the technical improvemei in- 
creased output alone lowers costs 
by making possible the better or- 
ganization of the working staff 
‘With increased) production, oyer- 
head) costs are spread over more 
units of output, again making pos- 
sible a lower selling price, 

But 16 must be remembered that 
however efficient machinery may be, 
it cannot be used more effectively 
to lower costs, unless management 
co-operates to the fullest extent 
witin organized labour. 

Summary 

‘The minimum-goal of Canadian 
economic activity in the post-war 
world should be that of achieving 
per capital income equivalent to 
that now belng turned out in the 
United States. This would mean ex- 
pansion Of Canadian national in- 
come from present levels of $9 bil- 
lion per year to levels of at least 
$128 billion per year. This would 
mean not contraction but expan- 
sion by the tens of thousands in 
the employment of the automobile 
industry, 

The CIO. in the United states 
has supported’ programs for devel- 
oping national income from present 
levels of $145 billion a year up to 
levels approaching $200 _bililon, 
Equivalent proposals from Gana- 
dian Jebour will be of the utmost 
importance in breaking down. bar- 
riers toward the achievement of full 
Production and full employment.
